The Baldwin Civic Association is to be con- 
gratulated for its recognition of the leader- 
ship and services of Wilmington citizens. The 
three who were honored in the dinner last Fri- 
day were most certainly deserving of the tri- 
bute given them. 

We were frankly surprised at the success of 
the affair. We attended, but we admit our fin- 
gers were crossed as we entered the Avco por- 
tals. It was a well run dinner, and a goodly 
representative crowd of people were there. 

There were of course a couple of petty 
gripes. We even had one ourself. 

Selectman Black, and rightly we think, felt 
that the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen 
should have been among those at the head table. 
Mr.’ Black pointed out Monday, at the Selectmens 
meeting, that the Chairman is analogous to the 
Mayor of a city. 

But let's not blame the Baldwin Club too 
severely. It was the first time such an affair 
was ever attempted, and as we said earlier, it 
went off better than we anticipated. It is easy 

too easy, to overlook some details. 

Another town official was reported to have 
been miffed because tow officials as such were 
not recognized. 

That's one we cannot go along with. If the 
chairman of the dinner had recognized every 
town official or other person of prominenc>: at 
that dinner the diners would have been popping 
up and down like Jacks in the Box, and perhaps 
the dinner would still be going on. 

The Town Crier didn't attempt to record the 
talks by the recipients, but it can comment. 

Mr. Buzzell, for instance, told a story a- 
bout two Vermont Democrats having the State 
Democratic convention. It was well done, and no 
one in Wilmington could have more right to tell 
such a story, for his father was Wilmington's 
only Democrat for years, and came, we believe, 
from Vermont.

phrases be changed in the bill 
originally passed for the con- 
ducting of the Wilmington se- 
wer system, 

Town Manager Cecil Lancaster 
and the Board of Water Commis- 
sioners believe that there are 
ambiguous phrases in the ori- 
ginal act, which should be 
clarified. 

Transrortation Act 

Tanner filed a bill asking 
that a Northwestern Suburbs 
Transportation District be es- 
tablished, embracing the towns 
of Andover, Wilmington, Rea- 
ding, Wakefield and the cities 
of Melrose and Malden, 

The legislation would enable 
the communities to operate a 
commutation rwilroad outside 
of the jurisdiction of the 
State Department of Public 
Utilities, 

The bill for the proposed le- 
gislation was filed at the re- 
quest of the Reading Transpor- 
tation Committee, similar to 
the one in Wilmington. Members 
of the Reading Committee are 
former Town Counsel Carl H. 
Anon Jr, Barle 0 Latham and 4. 
Lloyd David. 

Latham told the Reading 
Chronicle last week that the 
bill was filed in anticipation 
of fast moving and drastic ac- 
tion on the part of the feder- 
al government which could re- 
sult in far-reaching changes 
to the north of Boston in mass 
rail transportation, 

He anticipates that in the 
near future a proposal will be 
presented to the Federal Home 
Finance Agency by the trustees 
of the Metropolitan Transit 
Authority to extend the facil- 
ities of the MTA to the Read- 
ing-Wakefield area. 

Latham made it clear to the 
Chronicle that he and his com- 
mittee co-workers are not ne- 
cessarily opposed to the MTA 
extension plans, ie personally 
believes that the discontin- 
uance of the B&M facilities is 
inevitable,with a substitution 
of electrified service. 

The purpose of the bill, La- 
tham said, was ‘to keep a foot 
in the door’, or rather, to 
have an ulternative plan than 
that dictated by the MTA au- 
thorities, which might not be 
considered beneficial to the 
residents who live North of 
Boston, He referred to the 
South Shore, where residents 
now find themselves with MTA 


service ‘in spite of not want- 
ing it’. 
‘As did they’, he said, ‘we 


might wake up some morning to 
find we were saddled with a 
plan we do not want’.

CONGREGATIONALISTS JOIN ‘HOUSE 
~CHURCH MOVENENT 

Since World War II, with its 
disil] lusionments, frustrations, 
and cultural upheavals, serious 
minded Christians in Europe, 
England, japan, and elsewhere 
have been driven to examine 
their faith with a thoroughress 
which ‘Churchianity’, or ‘Sun- 
day only’ religion failed to 
develope. They have been doing 
this individually, but more 
often in a variety of group 
ways, The church so easilygets 
to resemble an impersonal cor- 
poration, that the personal 
and intimate warmth of true 
Christian life and fellowship 
is Kept at a minimum. So, small 
groups meeting in homes is be- 
coming one of the most produc- 
tive ways to foster genuine 
Christian growth, understand 
ing, and fellowship. 

But it is a-‘peculiar’ fello- 
wship, known only to those who 
have truly experienced the 
Church as the ‘Body of Christ’ 
It is that ‘fellowship’ men- 
tioned in Acts 2:42 which 
reads; ‘And they devoted them- 
selves to the apostles’ teach- 
ing and fellowship, to the br- 
eaking of bread acd the pray- 
ers.' It is that ‘fellowship’ 
which Christians mean when 
they refer to a being ‘in 
Christ.’ It is a fellowship 
only in and by the Holy Spirit, 
Therefore, the greek work ‘KO- 
INONIA’, used in the texts ci- 
ted, is a better word to dis- 
tinguish it from the good fel- 
lowship we have in our various 
Social ‘clubs’ and associa- 

tions. 

The Congregationalists have 
two Koinonia’ groups of marr- 
ied couples meeting every 
week in homes to study the 
Bible, discuss the faith of 
the Church in relation to 
daily life and its problems 
and possibilities, and having

The Wilmington Planning Board, 

Tuesday night approved of the 
plan for a real estate develop- 
ment between Woburn and West} 
Streets, known as the Alderwood 
Estates. 

Part of the old historical 
Eames Farm, of Wilmington, it 
is part of the 50 acres which 
the developer, Edsel Tocci of 
Watertown purchased several 
years ago from Mrs Nina Fay. 

A road will connect Woburn St. 
from near Federal Street to al 
point off West Street where a 
water easement crosses the 
former Fay property. 

The right of way for the 
easement will be converted in- 
to a street, according to the 
plan submitted to the Planning 
Board, and three other streets 
will be built off the main one 
leading up the hill behind the 
old Eames homestead. 

The plans as submitted and 


approved show that a consider- 
able amount of fill will have 
to be used in some areas of 
the development, up to six 
feet on some of the lots. 
Drainage problems were all 
engineered before the submis- 
sion. 

A letter accompanying the ap- 
proval, from the Wilmington 
Board of Health, restricts any 
building on any lot until it 
has been individually approved 
by the Health Board. 

A total of 66 lots of land 
are involved in the portion 
approved Tuesday night, each 
lot being 22,500 square feet 
or larger in size. The devel- 
opment is the largest ever ap- 
proved since the new zoning by 
law was accepted by the town 
in 1995. 

Tocci told the Planning Board 
that he plans to develop the 
property on a moderate scale, 
at a rate of about one dozen 
homes a year,
